Jimmy Duffy is not on the detective force 
at present.

Ot course we thought our work would be 
successful. Why, one night we went over 
with the chief. He left us on Madison street 
near Loomis and went alone to the 
brother’s house. We expected him to 
return with Willie Tascott. When 
he came back alone he said the game 
is up.’ We acted fairly with the Tascotts 
and intended todoso to the end. I don’t 
think Willie was over thirty or forty miles 
away from Chicago while we were working 
with the family. What queered the scheme 
is hard to tell. It’s a sure thing the boy 
was willing to come here and stand 
trial for the murder. What he didn’t want to 
do was to take a chance with that indictment 
for burglary. Since negotiations were broken 
off, while on and off the torce, I have taken an 
interest in the case.. I couldn’t help it. What 
I have learned makes me believe it was a sure 
thing that for three or four months after the 
murder Tascott was at a house on Vernon ave- 
nue, near the police station. That comes 
pretty straight. I may be mistaken, but I 
think I know the saloon where the job to mur- 
der Snell was put up. Some day I'll find out 
whether I’m right or wrong, for this mystery 
is bound to be cleared up. It will not surprise 
me to hear any day that Tascott has come to 
the front and faced the music. When he does 
there will be a lot of music.”’ 

District-Attorney Longenecker says he has

READY TO PRODUCE THE MAN, 


An Attorney Who Said He Knew Where 
Tascott Was Hidden. 

Sr. Pavn, Minn., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—A 
strange story of William B. Tascott, who has 
been found and lost 1,000 times since the great 
Snell murder, comes ont here this afternoon. 
It is to the effect that two days after the sensa- 
tional killing of the Chicago millionaire Tas- 
cott came to St. Paul, where he remained a 
week, having been seen here by a- Fourth 
street newsdealer, a former Chicago lawyer. 
and a trainboy with whom he was acquainted 
on his old railway run. The story 
runs that Tascott, learning that the 
detectives were on his track, went 
to Winnipeg, thence to a farm fifty miles 
from that point, and eventually to the Turtle 
Mountain reservation, where he joined the 
Indians, and is now a member of the Turtle 
Mountain band, having adopted the Indian 
costume and customs and married a squaw. 

The stories that Tascott has been seen in 
several hundred American cities is said to 
have been communicated to him, but he says 
he has not been ten miles from the reserva- 
tion since he became a member of the Indian 
band. While running over his queer experi- 
ences as a criminal lawyer at his quaint cot- 
tage home on Iglehart street this afternoon 
W. W. Erwin told a curious tale corroborative 
of the above. Mr. Erwin seid: 

„One day last February or March a man 
came into my office and introduced himself 
as Samuel G. Golden of St. Johns, Rolette 
County, N. D. I don’t think that was his real 


name, else he lied about his place of residence, 


because I have since learned there was no 
lawyer by the name of Golden at St. Johns. 
He said he bad a profound secret he wanted 
to give me, and he would probably want me 
later on to help’ him square up one of the 
greatest criminal cases in American annals. 


Knew Where He Was. 


He then startled me by declaring he knew 
where Tascoot was and had seen him a dozen 
times recently. At first, he said, Tascott 
laughed over his frequent capture and said he 
was secure from the sleuth-hounds of the law. 
Along in January, however, he became uneasy 
and moody and expressed the fear that the 
Pinkertons knew where he was. He then con- 
fided to me a scheme he had concocted to es- 
cape the gallows. He said he would give him- 
self up if he could have the written essurance 
of the State’s-Attorney of Cook County, III., 
that he would move on his arraignment that 
the sentence would be imprisonment for life 
instead of hanging. Mr. Golden said he had 
a letter in his pocket from a near relative of 
Tascott in which the proffer of surrender was 
made. 

‘** When he offered to show me the letter.“ 
continued Mr. Erwin, “‘I said, Never mind 
it. I don’t care to have anything todo with 
che case. The whole thing seemed so strange 
and interesting, however, that I stopped him 
and made several inquiries. He then said 
Tascott had not been running around over 
the country as people generally supposed. 
He had gone directly from Chicago to St. 
Paul, thence to Manitoba, and then soon 
drifted down to the wild region at the foot of 
the Turtle Mountains, where he had been ever 
since. It bad not, however, got about among 
the Indians who he was. He had told them 
he was a Montana cowboy who wanted to 
became ared man. He was popular among 
them and had married one of their prettiest 
maidens. Mr. Golden said Tascott had con- 
fided his story to him only, and that he and 
two or three of Tascott’s near relatives were 
the only persons in the world who knew where 
he had hidden himself away. 

To Plead for His Life. 

“Continuing the inquiry I asked. Mr. Gol- 
den what method be proposed to pursue in 
getting the matter before the Chicago author- 
ities. He said he propesed to submit the 
letter he had in his pocket to Luther Laflin 
Mills of Chicago, whom he hoped to interest 
sufficiently to get him to make a plea for Tas- 
cott's life before the State’s Attorney, and if 
successful he guaranteed to produce the pris- 
oner in a week. 

Mr. Erwinsaid Mr. Golden exhibited tickets 
to Chicago and said he intended to leave for 
that point the following day. He had not 
seen Mr. Golden since, and had never heard 
of his meeting the State’s officials at Chicago. 
He had never beard of the man before, and 
knew nothing apout his character or standing 
as a lawyer. He seemed bright, and Mr. Er- 
win says he thinks he was concealing his iden- 
tity by changing his name and residenoe. 

Cyrus Wellington, Mr. Erwin’s partner, 
said he was in the office at the time and 


heard the interview and had been many times | 


much puzzlea by it. He thinks, however, 
the story is only half true. Mr. Wellington 
asserts he thinks Tascott 1s dead, but if alive 
he is probably not located at the Turtle 
Mountains.

SIX COFFINS IN CHURCH. 


SORROWFUL SPECTACLE AT THE FU- 
NERAL OF THE SCHALK FAMILY. 
— — 

Two Thousand Mourners Assemble in St. 

Michael’s Church—Father, Mother, and 


Four Children Buried Side by Side— 


Funeral Services at the House Over the 
Remains of the Late Lorenz Brentaro— 
Orations Delivered by Judge Anthony 
and Gen. Lieb. 

The unusual and sad spectacle of a family 
of six lytug side by side in their coffins was 
witnessed by fully 2,000 persons, who crowded 
into St. Michael’s Church at Cleveland avenue 
and Eugenie street at 2 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon. They assembled there with feelings 
of sorrow to hear the burial service over the 
remains of Gottlieb Schalk, his wife, and four 
children, who were suffocated in their home 
at No. 551 Sedgwick street Friday night. 

Few in the great congregation came out of 
curiosity. Nearly all were parishioners of St. 
Michael’s Parish, who had known the father, 
mother, or children in life, and there were few 
dry eyes while the selemn service was in 
progress. At 2:30 o’clock, when the service 
opened, the church was crowded from sanctu- 
ary to porch, and outside many people were 
clamoring for admission. | 

St. Michael’s Band stationed in the choir 
played a minor arrangement of ** Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” as the beadles, acolytes, and 
priests traversed the nave to receive the bodies 
in the porch. The procession to the altar was 
led by the three vergers with their staves, then 
tem acolytes with lighted tapers borne aloft, 
followed by Father John Neu, the celebrant, 
and his assistant, Father Adam Hertz. 

The coffin of Gottlieb Schalk was borne by 
members of the German societies of which he 
was a member; the casket of Mrs. Schalk was 
borne by members of the Holy Fam- 
ily Sodohty of Married Women. Eight 
young ladies of the Holy Family 
Sodality placed the remains of Cynthia Schalk 
beside those of her father and mother. Min- 
nie’s body was borne by her associates of the 
Christenlehrer class; Michael’s by the cadets 
of the St. Michael’s Zuaves, and the remains 
of little Gottlieb were borne by the boys of 
the parish school. 

All the caskets were set down before the 
altar, and Father Neu read and chanted the 
funeral service. The choir, under the direc- 
tion of Charles Edelmann, rendered the De 
Profundis,” the Miserere, and the Libera.“ 
No portion of the service was more im pressive- 
ly rendered than the responsive ‘‘ Requiescat 
in Pace, and the congregation was visibly 
affected while it was being sung. 

Father Neu delivered an eloquent sermon 
in German in which he dwelt with heartfelt 
pity and pathos upon the calamity which 
brought nearly a whole family to death al- 
most within each other’s aims. He extolled 
the piety of the family. 

While the choir was singing the closing bars 
of the De Profundis ”’ the pall-bearers took 
up the caskets and bore them to the six 
hearses in waiting. There was a great funeral 
procession to St. Boniface Cemetery, where 
the six bodies were buried side by side. 

The Catholic Knights of St. George and 
Jaeger Battalion, I. O. F., attended the fu- 
neral in uniform. | 


BRENTANO, THE PATRIOT, AT REST. 


Judge Anthony and Gen. Lieb Eulogize 
Friend and Comrade—The Pall- Bearers. 
The friends and admirers of the late Lorenz 

Brentano gathered at the family residence, 
No. 445 La Salle avenue, yesterday morning. 
The leading German-Americans of the city 
were present, conspicuous among whom wasa 
remnant of a band which had set up a repub- 
lic in monarchical Europe over forty years 
ago. Many messages of sympathy were 
received by the family from all parts of the 
country, and numerous floral offerings from 
those associated with him in his hfe’s work. 

A broken wheel decorated with the national 
revolutionary colors of 48 was a symbol of 
the loss sustained by the remaining patriots of 
that year residing in Chicago. The National 
Zeitung sent palm leaves, At the foot of the 
casket was a large pillow of flowers from the 
grandchildren. The offering of Louis Staab 
to his old comrade was a bank of flowers with 
a design of the revolutionary banner of 48, 
black, red, and gold worked in carnations. 

The honorary pallbearers were Mayor 
Washburne, Judge Scales, ex-Congressman 
Barber of Illinois, and Henkle of Baltimore, 
who had been associated with Mr. Brentano 
in the Forty-fifth Congress, E. G. Hall, an as- 
sociate on the School Board, Michael Brand, 
and Jacob Lindau, two comrades in the rev- 
elution of 48, and Adolph Loeb, a personal 
friend, 

The active pallbearers were Henry W. 
Leman, George Claussenius, J. P. Hand, Hor- 
ace Oakley, Robert Bluthardt, and Henry 
Steiner. 

Judge Elliott Anthony, who had been a 
personal friend of Mr. Brentano since he 
came to Chicago, delivered an address. 
Lorenz Brentano was a great public char- 
acter, and first and last filled a large space in 
the world’s history,“ said Judge Anthony. “ He 
displayed an hones‘ zeal in the cause of free- 
dom and mankind which attracted tne atten- 
tion of his countrymen, and, uniting with his 
energy great sagacity and shrewdness, he be- 
came at once a leader of men. He was 
learned as a publicist and jurist and was a 
writer of great furce. He was also learned 
in the history of all European nations. He was 
stern and unbending in his devotion 
to the right. Possessed of an indomitable 
will and of the most transcendent industry, 
he was indefatigable and untiring, ana never 
allowed anything to interfere with his literary 
pursuits or the discharge of his duties. His 
life teaches us that however great may be the 
number of those who persuade themselves 
that there is in man nothing superior to him- 
self, history interposes evidence that tyranny 
and wrong lead inevitably to decay; that 
freedom and right, however hard may be the 
struggle, always prove resistiess.”’ 

Gen. Lieb seemed greatly affected as he 
stood by the remams of his late comrade. In 
German he compaced Brentano to a warrior 
who had fought a good fight but had been 
carried away from the field of his 
glory as one wounded. He reviewed 
Brentano’s connection with the revolution 
of 48 and spoke of his efforts to preserve in 
America ali the noble and domestic qualities 
of the German people. 

At the grave Joseph Brucker of the Nation- 
al Zeitung delivered a eulogy in German. At 
the conclusion Everett H. Rexford sounded 
taps over the grave.

TURKEY'S FLAG IS FIRST. 


THE TURKISH coLors RAISED AT THE 
WORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS. 


They Float Over the Site of the Projected 
“Street in Constantinople” on the Mid- 
way Plaisance—Consul Charles Henrotin 
Acts as Master of Ceremonies—Represent- 
atives of the i xposition and of the Land 
of the Star and Crescent in Attendance. 

The first flag of a foreign nation thus far 
raised on the World's Fair grounds was floated 
to the breeze yesterday with interesting cere- 
monies. It was the flag of Turkey, the oldest 
government of Europe, and was raised on the 
site on the Midway Plaisance, which has been 
thy to the Street in Constantinople ex- 

ibi 

All day the gaze of the curious was attracted 
by a pretty Turkish booth on the south side of 
the Plaisance, near Madison avenue. The 
booth was constructed entirely of Turkish 
rugs and tapestries, worth in all aver $1,000. 
Around this booth a crowd collected, for here 
was to take place the novel ceremony of 
dedication according to the peculiar rites of 
the Turkish language and Mohammedan re- 
ligion. At 4:50 o’clock a coach arrived bring- 
ing the Second Regiment Band and thirty-five 
Turks, wearing the native fez. Following the 
vehicle were carriages in which were seated 
Robert I. Levy of Constantinople, represent- 
ing Messrs. Elia, Southamy, Sadullah & Co. 
of that city, who have in charge the entire ex- 
hibit on the Plaisance; G. M. Mourad 
and H. T. Pushman of Chicago, who will as- 
sist in the enterprise; Charles Henrotin, the 
Turkish Consul; E. F. Lawrence, George 
Schneider, and others. 

When the procession halted in front of the 
booth Messrs. Mourad and Pushman ad- 
vanced, one bearing the American and the 
other the Turkish flag. Following them were 
thirty-five Turks, who formed in a circle in 
front of the booth. While the large audience 
stood with uncovered heads Mr. Levy con- 
ducted a service in the Turkish language, ask- 
ing the blessing of God on the undertaking, 
his countrymen responding in concert with 
frequent Amins.“ 

Raising ot the Flag. 


At 4:55 o’clock the blood-red Turkish flag, 


with its star and crescent, surmounted by the 
American flag, was run upto the top of the tall 
flagstaff, which had been planted in front of 
the booth. Three times it was raised and 
three times a vigorous “hurrah” burst 
from the throats of the Oriental 
spectators and was caught up and reéchoed 
by the American bystanders. Then the band 
struck up the beautiful ‘Turkish national 
hymn. Almost before the last note of the 
hymn had died away Mr. Levy turned to 
Consul Charles Henrotin and in a compli- 
mentary speech in French presented him with 
an exquisite floral piece, the Turkish star and 
crescent, fashioned of white and red roses. 
Mr. Henrotin responded briefly in French, 
thaukimg the donors for the compliment. He 
wet turned to the audience and said in En- 
— 

It is with the greatest pleasure that I am hereto 
assist in the dedication of an enterprise that will 
represent in America the arts, industries, science, 
culture, and habits of the Ottoman Empire. 
1 feel exceedingly proud to be the consular repre- 
sentative of a people which, though the remotest 
of all Europe, has been the first to fly their fag 
on the grounds of the Columbian Exposition, an 
exposition which will eclipse any exposition ever 
held. It seems a strange coincidence and a 
most fitting one that.that honor should have 
fallen to the lot of the oldest reigning sovereign 
of Europe. You owe that honor especially to the 
ability and tact of your compatriot, Robert Levy 
of Constantinople. You have a great task before 
vou, but with r

has a national phase to it, as its scope is so 
broad that it will be an exhibition ground of all 
the industries of Turkey. It will aot be solely 
conducted for gain, as I understand that every 
Turkish merchant will be given a helping hand 
sufficient to enable him to have his goods on exhii- 
bition here.

Speeches, Music, and Enthusiasm, 

Mr. Levy responded in English, thankmg 
the Consul for his personal compliments and 
good, wishes for the enterprise, The band 
struck up America, Mr. Levy called for 
three cheers for President Harrison and the 
Sultan, by saying: 

‘** Binlar Yasha, President Harrison! Binlar 
Yasha, Sultan Abdul Hamid!“ 

Both were responded to by, “‘Hura! hurah!“ 
from the.fez-crowned company. 

At the close uf the exercises Mr. Levy and 
his friends were introduced to a number of 
World’s Fair Directors and others, and all in- 
dulged in a flowing bow! of lemonade frappé. 

This enterprise is to consist of a reproduc- 
tion of the Constantinople Hippodrome or 
Public square, and will include mosques, 
booths, residences, native weavers, rug- 
makers, and other manufacturers at work. 
Exhibits from Persia, Circassia, Asia Minor, 
and Arabia will be included. An inter 
esting curiosity will be a solid silver bedstead, 
weighing 7,500 pounds, which belonged to a 
former Sultan. It consists of 2,000 pieces, 
which will be separated for shipment. A tent 
used by a former Shah in his hunting expedi- 
tions will also be on the ground. It is sixty 
feet in diameter and made entirely of em- 
broidery. Its interior wallsconsist of a costly 
tapestry representing a Persian battle scene. 
„Far Away Moses,“ who was made famous 
by Mark Twain in his “ Innocents Abroad, 
will be in charge of one of the booths. 

Mr. Levy, who is a junior partner in the 
firm of Elia, Souhamy, Sadullah & Co., who 
make the exhibit, has the entire affair in 
charge. He arrived in America a week ago 
last Saturday, and will leave for Constan- 
tinople this week to perfect arrangements. 
Several hundred employés are now on their 
way to America to construct the exhibit.

How te Distinguish Greek Statues. 

Prof. Earnest Curtin’s claims to have dis- 
covered an infallible means by which to dis. 
tinguish male from female heads as found in 
Grecian statues. He says he has succeeded in 
proving, at least to his own satisfaction in a 
number of important cases, that the Greek 
sculptors invariably gave to the male eye a 
round thick form, while the female eye was 
made to appear oval and flat. This discovery 
is of great importance to archzologists, 

Bismarck Sues a Tenant. 

Prince Bismarck, through his High For- 
ester, Westphal, has sued a tenant living on 
his estates for money and labor due under 
feudal custom, Ihe case has attracted con- 
siderable attention. Bismarck is accused of 
treating his tenants with great harshness, and 
all the r neighbors secretly sympathize 
with the defendant, who refuses to give in and 
will fight the matter out to the end.

BODIES OF FLOOD VICTIMS BURNED, 


Remains Found in the Stricken District of 
Spain Reduced to Cinders, 

Momo, Sept. 20.—There is no longer dan- 
gor of starvation in the afflicted cities. The 
workmen who struck on account of the dan- 
gerous stench encountered in handling the 
dead have been prevailed upon to resume 
work. A liberal supply of disinfectants has 
reached the stricken town and the work of 
opening up the streets and clearing away the 
ruins is again progressing. The 
bodies of the dead 80 soon 
as recovored are taken to immense 
crematory bonfires. and are there soaked in 
petroleum and reduced to cinders. Petroleum 
18 also being largely used in feeding the fires 
used for consuming dead bodies. The car- 
casses of Cattle, which are found almost every- 
where, are disposed of in the same manner. 
The greatest misery has been caused by the 
floods af Camunas and Villa Franca. The 
crops have been lost and it is feared riots will 
result if relief is delayed. At Consuegra there 
isademand for more disinfectants. Many 
marauders have been imprisoned there. At 
Almeria the bodies of 1,781 victims of the 
floods have been buried. Many houses under- 
mined by the floods continue to fall. 


RICH FIND IN AN OLD BOOKSHOP. 


Diseovery of a Copy of the Original Book- 
of- Words of Handel's Messiah.“ 

Loxnox, Sept. W. — The musical world of 
London is excited over a discovery made by 
Prof. Edward Dowden, LL. D.,in an old 
bookshop in Dublin.

PRIVATE NEWBY’S REMARKABLE CASE 


Crazed by His Wounds in the War He Re- 
turns Home After Twenty-nine Tears. 
Wasurnatroy, D. C., Sept. 20.—One of the 

most remarkable cases that have ever been 

brought to the attention of the Bureau of Pen- 
sions is that of William Newby, a private of 

Company D, Fourth Rogiment, Illinois Vol- 

unteers. This regiment was commanded by 

Col. Stephen G. Hicks of Illinois, and was 

conspicuous for ite gallantry at the battle of 

Shiloh. Newby was in this battle, April 6, 

1862, and was reported killed in action.” It 

seems, however, that instead of being killed 

he received a severe wound on the head, was 
captured, and sent to the rear by the Confed- 
ernte forces, and was imprisoned at Belle Isle, 
and afterwards transferred to Anderson- 
ville. He was released in due course 
of time and was in rhouses in 
various rts of the Sou He was 
finally taken to Key West, Fla., by a gentle- 
man who recognized’ him as a kinsman. Here 
he remained until some time in 1869, when 
his uncle died. Newby wandered from place 
to place and finally turned up at Shreveport, 

La, While there the colored people m up 

a purse and he was given passage on a steam- 

boat to Cincinnati. On the way up the river 

the steamer landed at Shawneetown, III 

Newby hearing this name called out seemed 

to recognize something that was familiar and 

got off the boat: From here he wandered to 

ankakee, III., where he wat in the poorhouse 
for a time. Leaving this place he struck out 
southward and at last reached McLeansbor- 
ough, in Hamilton County, III., and was sent 
to the poorhouse. 

During these years he was in a demented 
state bordering upon insanity, the supposed 
result of the wound in the head. In wander- 
ing about he finally went over into White 
Couuty. and when he got near his old home 
he was seen and recognized by two of his 
comrades who had served in regiment 
with him. His wife was sent for and she iden- 
tified him as did his relatives and many of his 
friends and comrades. After Newby was re- 

rted as “killed in action his wife 4 

or a pension. It was granted, and has 
been drawing a widow’s pension from the date 
of his supposed death to the present time. New- 
by has filed aclaim for a pension, and it is now 
receiving the Gonsideration of the office, the 
claim. ‘of the Widow being suspended in the 
meantime. No discharge has ever been grant- 
ed to Newby, and the consideration of his 
pension claim is being tponed until such 
time as the Secretary o ar shall grant the 
man a discharge. 

Newby has been separated from his family 
for twenty-nine years, they believing all the 
while that he was dead, and he is now a dis- 
tressed, demented old man. His case has at- 
tracted great attention in the southern part of 
Illinois and has excited the sympathy of all 
who have become acgttainted with it. The 
pension will no doubt soon be granted, and he 
will receive a sufficient sum to smooth the way 
to the end of his life. 


MURDERED BY JESSE JAMES’ COUSIN, 


Albert Baurmann Stabbed.to Death on the 
Streets of Louisville. 

Lovisvitiz, Ky., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
Albert Baurmann, one of the wealthiest and 
most popular young Germans of this city, 
was killed this morning by Stephen Hite, a 
first cousin of Jesse Janies. Hite came to this 
city from Marion County about a year ago. 
Baurmann was a son of Gustav Baurmann, 
for many years a wholesale hardware mer- 
chant here, and who died a few r yan ago leav- 
ing a fortune ot half a million dollars. Young 
Baurmann was about 25 years old and had two 
brothers, Carl and Gustav, — ag as hard- 
wate merchants in Chicago, and was a brother- 
in-law of Alfred Rauchfuss, a millionaire of 
New York City. Since his father’s death he 
had lived with his mother, and aithough of a 
convivial turn was a man of excellent habits 
and standing. 

Last night Baurmann fell in with Hite and 
William Schardein, both well known to him, 
and the three made a round of the neighbor- 

saloons, About 2 o’clock they 
reached Dorshing’s saloon, within a few 
doors of Baurmann’s home. While 
they were walking to the place Hite drew two 
knives from his pocket, showing his two com- 
panions how sh the edges were, and said: 
‘ This 1s the kind of knives to carry. None 
of the trio seemed intoxicated, but 
soon after entering the saloon Hite 
became quarrelsome and seemed anxious 
to insult Baurmann. The latter, however, 
avoided a fight and left the saloon 
to go home. Hite followed him out 
and renewed the difficulty, striking 
Baurmann across the head with a cane. 
Thb latter took the stick away and again 
started home. -Hite followed and clinched 
with the young man. Then he put his hand 
into his ket and drew out the longest of 
the two knives, and shoving the point against 
Baurmann’s abdomen he pushed the blade 
slowly into his victim’s body. 

Baurmann sank to his knees and fell against 
the fence. Schardein says that he ran to his 
assistance, lifted him from the pavemen 
and carried him inside the gate o 
his home, A doctor was called, but as 
he reached the wounded man’s side the latter 
said, “It is too late. He died a minute 
later. Baurmann’s mother and sister are at 
Lake City, Minn., and the body was taken to 
an undertaking establishment near by.

REDUNDANT “ MONEY.” 

The report recently issued by the Secretary 
of the Treasury shows that while in 1860 the 
excess of money in the United States over the 
volume in circulation was only $7,000,000, it 
was $232,000,000 in 1880, and three months ago 
was a little in excess of $600,000,000. There 1s 
a rapid growth in the surplus which is not 
wanted for active use by the people, who are 
only willing to pay it out in return for value 
received and not expected by those who have 
nothing to sell in exchange for it. Yet Peffer 
told his audience at Clayton, Ind., a week ago 
that free coinage of silver would not give 
one-tenth the money the people need,” and 
said that need is about a billion of dollars. 
It is legitimate to ask what that amount of 
„ money is wanted for. It could not be 
got in the hands of the people who are said to 
need it, except by paying itto them in ex- 
change for something owned by them. But 
the man who has property to sell finds no dif- 
ficulty in obtainmg the market price in money 
for it under present arrangements. There i 
in the country all that is wanted for this pur: 
pose, and ifthe people should be able to get 
money without such equivalent it would do 
them no good. Money is a measure of value, 
and therefore is worth just what it exchanges 
for and costs. If it can be obtained cheaply it 
will have put httle purchasing power. One 
who can obtain agiven number of dollars 
from the government or otherwise without 
paying for it in labor or the proceeds of labor 
would not be willing to sell to any one 
else that labor or ite product and receive such 
„eheap money in payment. The money“ 
would not then buy the things wanted, 
It would sink in buying value, and its worth 
for purchasing purposes be exactly measured 
by the difficulty of procuring it. 

So, if the billion of doliars in paper cur- 
rency which Peffer says is wanted could be 
issued and distributed among the people it 
would do not an iota of good. The only ones 
who could benefit by the increase would be those 
who had contracted debts in honest dollars 
and would seize on the opportunity to pay them 
off in the depreciated currency, providing that 
rascality could be lawfully practiced, which is 
doubtful. The real estate and movable proper- 
ty in the country would not be increased 
thereby nor the relative value of 
the components altered. The same suit 
of clothes that costs twenty bushels of 
wheat or forty of corn now would cost twenty 
or forty bushels then, though each lot of 
property might be counted as nominally 
worth four times as many dollars. That is 
not far from the ratio achieved by the Argen- 
tine people as a result of issuing cheap 
money in a manner similar to that pro- 
posed by Peffer and his associates. It is dis- 
covered that it takes four paper dollars in 
that country to buy what can be purchased 
for one ‘dollar in gold, and the people have 
not yet succeeded in convincing the foreign- 
ers that the paper is worth anything at all ex- 
cept as it can be exchanged for gold. Asa 
consequence of this the folks in the Argentine 
country are reported to experience a real 
scarcity of money notwithstanding the pleni- 
tude of paper. They find that the whole vol- 
ume of their currency is measured against the 
things that may be bought with it, and are 
actually worse off through its undue increase. 

Peffer says the two leading Alliance princi- 
ples are the land loan and the Subtreasury 
scheme—lending cheap fiat scrip on farms 


arisen out of a desire to be rid of high inter- 
est and big commissions. He seems to forget 
that if the use of money could be obtained 
at 2 percent per annum it would be worth 
no more than that to the borrower. In other 
words, its value would decline by making it 
cheap just to the degree that ® was cheap- 
ened. As people can neither eat money, nor 
drink it, ner wear it on their backs, it is of no 
use to them except for what it will buy; and 
making it cheap would simply increase 
the number of dollars they must pay out for 
anything they wanted to consume. This re- 
sult of a natural law can no®more be evaded 
than we can get rid of the law of attraction 
of gravitation, and the Alliance cranks are only 
following a will-o’-the-wisp when they flock 
around the platforms from which Alliance 
schemes are advocated,

THE ALLEGED SALOONKEEPERS’ REVOLT 
IN NEW YORK. 

It will not be wise to base any hopes for a 
Republican success in New York upon the an- 
nouncement that the liquor interest is gomg 
to desert the Democratic party, or upon the 
flattering compliments paid to the Republican 
candidate by the Wine and Spirit Gazette, the 
organ of the saleonkeepers. It is a case where 
the Republicans may well fear the Greeks 
bearing gifts.“ 

The suggestion is as absurd as it would be 
to say that the Democrats are going to bolt 
the Democratic party, for if by any accident 
the liquor interest should desert the party 
these would be no Democratic party in that 
State. The secession of the whisky interest 
from the party would be to all intents and 
purposes equivalent to the secession of a dog 
from its tail. All that would be left of the 
party under such circumstances would be a 
very small, insignificant, and impotent tail, 
without even the power to wag itself. 

But even in case stich an exodus should take 
place, the Republicans would not be the gain- 
ers. Like would seek like and the whisky-sel- 
ling host would go over to its friends, the 
Prohibitionists, since both are one party and 
aim at the same result, though seeking to 
reach it by different routes. The saloonkeep- 
ers would feel secure and at home in the Pro- 
hibition ranks, for as prohibition in the big 
cities is only prohibition on paper they could 
sell all the liquor they wished without inter- 
ference or restriction or any danger of being 
taxed for license money. Should they on the 
other hand go over to the Republicans it 
would mean a heavy license tax, limitation of

| There must be no further interference with 


their business. That is all it means, and that 
is the significance which Republicans should 
attach to it. will make a fatal mistake 
if they expect a forcement of 25,000 or 25 
votes from the saloonkeepers and the addi- 
tional constituency which they control. The 
Democratic party is not going to commit felo 
de se to accommodate Republicans or wreak 
its revenge on any Democratic leader.

NOT YET FREE FROM THE SECESSION 
VIRUS, 

Nearly a century has gone by since Mr. Jef- 
ferson laid down the doctrine that a State had 
a right to pass on the constitutionality of laws 
passed by Congress and to nullify them if it 
deemed proper to do so. That doctrine, car- 
ried a little farther, became secession. How 
strong a hold Jeffersonian principles have on 
the South even after the war has shown their 
unsoundness is indicated by the following ex- 
tract from the Memphis Commercial, which 
has felt called on to come to the defense of 
the patron saint of Democracy. It says: 


As to the Kentucky resolutions of '98 (drawn by 
Jefferson). it may in truth be claimed for them 
that they were a logical outcome of our system of 
government and its Constitution. The people 
have decided against secession, but the right of 
and for it still remains in the Federal Constitu- 
tion. 


Practically the question was settled by the 
war, as the Commercial reluctantly admits. 
As a matter of argument it was settled long 
before the war by Mr. Webster, whose posi- 
tion never has been controverted. Mr. Cal- 
houn stated his side of the case thus: 

The powers of the system are divided between 
‘ne General and the State Governments; and the 
point is whether a State has any right to judge as 
to the extent of its reserved powers and to defend 
them against the encroachments of the General 
Government. The very idea of a divided power 
implies the right on the part of a State for which 
lLeontend. I cannot conceive of a division with- 
out giving an equal right to each to judge of the 
extent of the power allotted to each. To give 
either party the conclusive right of judging, not 
only of the share allotted to it, but of that allot- 
ted to the other, is to annul the division, and to 
confer the whole power on the party vested with 
such right. 

These were Mr. Webster’s conclusions: 

1. That the Constitution is not a league, con- 
federacy, or compact between the people of the 


several States in their sovereign capacities, but a 


government proper, founded on the adoption of 
the people and creating direct relations between 
itself and individuals. 

2. That no State authority has power to dis 
solve those relations: that nothing can dissolve 
them but revolution; and that consequently there 
can be no such thing as secession without revolu- 
tion, 

A That there is a supreme law. consisting of 
the Constitution of the United States, acts of 
Congress passed in pursuance of it, and treaties, 
and that in cases not capable of assuming the 
character ofa suit in law or equity Congress 
must judge of and finally interpret this supreme 
law so often as it has occasion to pass acts of 
legislation; and in cases capable of assuming and 
actually assumingetthe character of a suit the Su 
preme Court of the United States is the final in- 
terpreter. 

Now that slavéry, which so disturbed the 
judgments of many men, has been abolished, 
it is hard to see how any person can read Mr, 
Webster’s full argument without being con- 
vinced by it. It was and is unanswerable. 

When Mr. Jefferson was out of power he 
drafted the resolutions of 1798. Being in 
power three years later he modified his views 
to the extent of agreeing to submit to the wil! 
of the majority, as stated in his inaugural: 

Absolute acquiescence in the decisions of the 
majority, the vital principle of republicanism. 
from which there is no appeal but to force, the 
vital principle and immediate parent of despot- 
ism. 

This is sound advice and it would have been 
much better for the South had it remembered 
it and asted on it in 1861, instead of acting on 
the secession principle of the resolutions of 


98. But 
The evil that men do lives after them: 
The good is oft interred with their bones. 


And so it was with Jefferson. His Kentucky 
resolutions of 98 laid the basis of the terrible 
war of secession. 


THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

In a recent issue of the New York Tribune 
Joseph Nimmo, Esq. (Jr.), stated several im- 
portant facts in regard to the results of ex- 
periments in the ownership of railroads by 
States in this country. No less than six of 
them have made the attempt and abandoned 
itin favor of independent corporate owner- 
ship and control. Massachusetts took the 
Troy and Greenfield line in 1866 and com- 
pleted it, the work including the Hoosac tun- 
nel. In 1887 the entire property passed into 
the possession of the Fitchburg railroad com- 
pany. In 1828 Pennsylvania began the con- 
struction of a railroad from Philadelphia to 
Columbia, eighty-four miles long, to 
connect with a canal extending to the 
base of the Allegheny Mountains. It sold 
the works to private corporations in 1859 as 
the result of a conviction drawn from experi- 
ence and never shaken, that transportation 
must be regarded as a private enterprise and 
not as a public function.“ Soon after the ad- 
mission of Michigan into the Union in 1836 
its State Government entered on a scheme of 
railroad construction and operation which 
embraced the Michigan Central and Michigan 
Southern (with some other lines). The first 
named was sold to Boston capitalists in 1846, 
the other was sold soon after, and in 1850 the 
people incorporated into their Constitution a 
provision inhibiting the State from being inter- 
ested or engaged in carrymg on any 
work of internal improvement. In 1838.89 
the State of Illinois built, and for 
about two years operated, the Northern 
Cross railroad, extending fifty miles from 
Springfield to Meredosia. The work cost 
$1,000,000, was soid for $100,000, and is now a 
part of the Wabash railroad. Under an act 
passed in 1836 the State of Indiana began the 
construction ofa railroad from Madison, on 
the Ohio River, to Indianapolis. It con- 
structed 8 miles at a cost of $1,200,000, 


which it ceased to operate in 1843, and the | 


property passed into the control of a private 
corporation, which finished the road in 1849. 
In 1847 the same State turned the Wabash and 
Erie Canal over to a private corporation, thus 
completely divesting itself of all responsibility 
for the conduct of transportation either by 
water or rail. Georgia built the Western and 
Atlantic, which was opened in 1850. In 1870 
the line was leased to a corporation, and is 
now in the hands of receivers. 

Years ago several other States made large 
loans or grants of land or became large stock- 
holders in railroads, but prudently refrained 
from any attempt at State management. At 
one time Virginia was a subscriber to two-fifths 


roads upon the default of their obligations to 
the State, but the experience of other States 
deterred the people of Missouri from the at- 
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Ser in each case | 


been confined to the maintenance of such 
works and has not touched the subject of 
transportation charges. Yet the evils incident 
to political association with such works have 
been a disturbing element, though overshad- 
owed in some cases by a great commercial ad- 
vantage, as the Erie Canal. The United 
States owns and operates several short canals, 
as at the Falis of the Ohio near Louisville, the 
Falls of the Sault Ste. Marie, and at the Des 
Moines Rapids on the Missouri River. These 
and others are operated free of toll, and their 
management involves little more than the 
opening and closing of the gates of the dry 
docks in our navy yards. 

The following points are made in this con- 
nection: The valueof goods transported by 
rail each year in the United States is three or 
four times the value of the lines and about 
thirty times the receipts from freight and pas- 
sengers. The forces of commerce and indus- 
try are much more potentral than are the 
railroads in the determinasion of freight rates. 
The cost of transportation upon the railroads 
of the United States ia less than that upon 
the lines of any country which owns and 
manages its railroads, though in such coun- 


tries the wages of Jabor are less than with us. | 


Those rates with us have been reduced about 
60 per cent in the last twenty years, 
and present conditions impose an ab- 
solute barrier against any material 
increase. Governmental management of our 
railroads would involve a general leveling proc- 
ess under horizontal freight tariffa, thus lev- 
eling down all the chief commercial cities of 
the country in the face of the economies and 
equities of commerce. Such management in 
Europe today rests not upon those economies 
but on considerations of military necessity. 
The people of Italy and of the colonies of 
Australia have been obliged to relieve their 
governments from the responsibility of rail- 
road management and to seek relief in private 
control of the properties. france and En- 
gland have not attempted it and probably will 
not. There is reason to believe that our gov- 
ernment could not stand the strain of such 
a responsibility, and even if that were poss.- 
ble all experience shows that such govern- 
mental power could net be exercised bene- 
ticially in the Dnited States.

What the Boys in the Postal Gars Call Good, 
Lively Work. 

Tux Tumors yesterday contained an inter- 

esting story about the life of a postal clerk. 


Meeting one of these servants of Uncle Sam 
yesterday's Tmnun reporter 


asked : 

„What is considered a big mail?“ 
The other night,” answered the clerk, 
“ we had eighteen tons of mail coming out of 
Chicago, We called that a little heavier than 
usual. 


All the big mails come West. Our Eastern 
runs are what we call our play time. 
From 600 to 800 letters constitute a good 
night’s work, with from 200 to 300 papers 
added. It requires from five to seven men to 
handle such a mail. Since the fast-mail s he 
tem we do not have as many papers to handle 
as formerly. But when the fast mail drops a 
bundle of dailies at the wrong place it comes 
to us, and our instructions are to get those 
papers out of the way and into the mght 
office before we do anything else. You see 
how much the press is appreciated by the gov- 
}ernment, although such a bundle as I speak 
of may be Democratic newspapers of the 
worst type and may contain all sorts of screeds 
against the overnment, But no politics 
enters into this business. 

And the clerk winked one eye at the writer. 

Manz persons suppose that making up the 
local mails, that is the mails for points along 
a run, is the most difficult thing in the busi- 
ness. It is child’s play compared to making 
up thruugh packages. packages 
must be ready and complete by the 
time we get to end of our 
division. We may get a mail at the last sta- 
tion, a few miles, maybe, before reaching our 
destination that has to go into a pouch that is 
all but ready for delivery for the Indian Ter- 
ritory. We must run over that mail, get it in 
proper shape, and have it all ready to deliver, 
as I stated, at the end of our division.’

Poor and Potatoes Only Fair. 
Mapisox, Wis., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—The 


weekly crop bulletin of the Wisconsin Weather 
Service, in codperation with the United States 


Weather Bureau of the Department of Agri- 


culture, for the week ending Saturday, Sept. 
19, says: 


The heat of the last week has pretty well ma- 


tured all the corn left by the frost and drought; 
in fact it has added several per cent to the value 
of the crop, and it will realize fully one-half an 
average crop—more in some parts of the 
State and less in others. Much was cut 


up for fodder in the central and northwest
